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Three States Hit by Walkouts; 
Truman Orders Fight to Finish -_ 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. (#®)— 
The justice department announced 
today that Federal Judge T. Alan 
Goldshorough has signed a tem- 
porary order designed to restrain 


a walkout by John L. Lewis’ 400,-" 


000 soft coal miners. 

The department said the re- 
straining order bars Lewis from 
terminating at Wednesday mid- 
night his working contract with 
the government. 

Goldsborough’s order, the de- 
partment stated, expires, Novem- 
ber 27 at 3 p.m., unless’ “beforé 
such time the order for good cause 
shown is extended, or unless the 
defendants consent that it may be 
extended for a longer period. 

A hearing on the justice de- 
partment’s request for a prelim- 
inary injunction to bar breach of 
contract was set for hearing on 
November 27 at 10 a.m. 

The,court action was taken as 
thougands of miners quit work, 
curtailing bituminous production 
in advance of the’ termination 
deadline given by Lewis.

- Lewis and the United Mine Work- 


ers from “breaching any of their 
obligations” under the Krug-Lewis 
agreement. 

Hours before this action, miners 
by the thousands were quitting 
their jobs in advance of the Wed- 
nesday deadline set by Lewis’ or- 
der. 

President Truman had called for 
a showdown fight with Lewis over 
the threat of another nation-wide 
soft coal strike.

iMr. Truman was vacationing in 
Florida but intimates said he had 
left orders for subordinates in the 
capital either to smash Lewis* 
leadership of the miners or bring 
him to terms on a deal to keep 
the mines going. 

Lewis, rejecting a government 
proposal for a truce, has ‘termin- 
ated” the miners’ wage contract 
effective Wednesday midnight — 
a signal for a complete shutdown 
in the mine fields. The govern- 
ment insists the contract still is 
effective. 

While the government strategy 
was developing, Rep. Rankin (D- 
Miss.) called on Mr. Truman ‘to 
summon congress into special ses- 
sion at once to deal with the coal 
situation. The chief executive, 
Rankin said in a statement, should 
“take the lead in getting this 
country back to a government of 
laws instead of the present reign 
of racketeers”’. 

Aside from stay-on-the-job ap- 
peals to miners, a high govern- 
ment official reported that gov- 
ernment plans to block a mine 
shutdown include possible legal 
action to: 

1—Freeze United Mine Workers 
funds. 

2—Obtain a judgment restrain- 
ing Lewis and the miners from 
carrying out a strike. 

3---To prosecute Lewis under 
the Smith-Connally Act, which 
bans strikes in government-seized 
plants. 

This official told a reporter priv- 
ately that the justice department 
is ready to take those steps but is 
awaiting the go-ahead word from 
the interior department, which is 
operating the mines. 

In advance of any of these pos- 
sible moves, the government al- 
ready has: 

1. Posted notices at all mines 
appealing to the miners to stick 
at their jobs, despite Lewis, and 
pledging to “keep the mines open 
regardless of any action” by the 
union boss. 

2. ‘“Froze” coal stocks in deal- 
ers’ hands and instituted ration- 
ing of deliveries. The regulations

Big Five To 


Restrain Veto »

NEW YORK, Nov. 18. (#®)— 
British Foreign Secretary Bevin 
intends to urge the Big Five pow- 
ers of the United Nations today to 
draft a new ‘Code of Conduct” re- 
straining use of their veto power 
in the U. N. Security Council. 

This was disclosed by authorita- 
tive informants as the Big Five 








foreign ministers moved to lift. 


the veto issue temporarily from, 
the U. N. Assembly and add it 
to their own already heavy tasks 
— finishing the satelite peace treat- 
ies and beginning German. peace 
talks. 

By such action Bevin and Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes were re- 
ported hopeful they could meet the 
anti-veto criticisms of small na- 
tions and simultaneously preserve 
cooperation with Russia. Soviet 
Foreign Minister Molotov agreed 
to talk things over. The formula 
of Big Five private talks was used 
when the charter was written at 
San Francisco, 








PITTSBURGH, Nov. 18. (#) 
Approximately 14,000 soft coal 
miners in Pennsylvania, Illinois 
and Alabama laid down their tocls 
today, three days in advance of 
the Wednesday midnight strike 
deadline of the AFL-United Mine 
Workers. 


The idle workers included 6,500 
at 10 mines in Pennsylvania, 5,- 
500 in Illinois and 2,000 in Ala- 
bama. There are about 400,000 
miners in the bituminous industry. 

Ohio, another big soft coal-pro- 
‘ducing state, reported all its mines 
were working. West Virginia 
mines also were operating. 

Industry spokesmen said absen- 
teeism in mines still operating 
was “running high” in some sec- 
tions ot the Pittsburgh area and 
‘not too serious” in others, 

Hardest hit was the Pittsburgh 
Coal Co., with five of its 14 mines 
closed and about 3,000 workers 
idle. Western Pennsylvania has 
approximately 1000,000 bitumin- 
ous. miners, 





Communist May 
Become French 
President

PARIS, Nov. 18. (#)-—French 
Socialists weighed today a Com- 
munist proposal for a leftist uni- 
ted front that would give the new 
Fourth Republic the first Com- 
munist president in France's his- 
tory. 

They agreed to give the idea a 
hearing after a meeting of the 
Socialist National council yester- 
day, just a week after the party 
took heavy losses in the election 
of the powerful National Assem- 
bly. The council decided to vote 
on the question in two weeks. 

The election gave the Com- 
munists 180 and the Socialists 101 
of the Assembly’s 618 seats. Other 
leftists might command 63. The 
Centrist .Po pul as). Republican. 
(MRP)’ movement got 162 and 
rightist parties 85. The Assembly 
and the Council of the Republic, 
yet to be chosen, wil meet Dec. 
24 to elect the president. 

In a letter read to the Socialist 
council, Jacques Duclos, Com- 
munist party secretary, suggest- 
ed the two working-class parties 
pool their assembly votes in sup- 
port of a ‘Democratic Union” 
gcvernment under a Communist 
president. He urged appointment 
of a Socialist delegation to talk 
united action with a Communist 
group.
